W ashington, April 25 .—It was def­ 
initely established by testim ony giv en 
before the senate special inv estigating 
com m ittee th a t C aptain Sm ith and 
sev eral of the officers of the T itanic 
were ex pecting to encou nter ice on 
th eir cou rse abou t 1 1 o’clock on the 
fatal Su nday night. 
This fact was brou ght ou t in the 
testim ony of Second Officer Lightoller, 
who, when recalled to the stand, said 
th at he had been shown a m essage by 
the captain, which gav e the latitu de 
and longitu de of ice reported to the 
T itanic by another ship. 
He told the 
com m ittee he worked ou t by m eans of 
the ch art the tim e a t which the Ti­ 
tanic wou ld probably be nearest this 
ice, and fou nd it was to be ex pected 
abou t 11 o’clock. 
Ho so inform ed the 
captain and Officer Mu rdock, who re­ 
liev ed him at 10. 
D espite this, how­ 
ev er, he adm itted the speed of the 
v essel was not lessened and the only 
precau tion he took, he said, was to 
tell the lookou t m en to keep a sharp 
w atch for ice u ntil day break. 


No Wo men Left, He Say s. 


Asked if there w ere any women left 
on the deck of the T itanic w hen he 
left the ship, L ightoller said th a t on 
the port side there w ere none and 
th at Shem m ings, a good, reliable man 
who was w ith w itness, w ent the whole 
length of the ship on the starboard 
side and reported 
th a t he saw no 
women on the boat deck ex cept two 
who w ere standing am idships on the 
bridge. 
They w ere doing nothing and 
m aking no effort to get to any boat. 
W itness 
declared 
th at 
Mr. 
Ism ay 
while on the C arpathia, seem ed ob­ 
sessed by the idea th at he ou ght to 
hav e gone down with the ship. 
He 
was told on the C arpathia th at Mr. 
Wild, one of the officers of the T itan­ 
ic, a big powerfu l man, had ordered 
Mr. Ism ay into a boat after telling 
him there were no m ore women on the 
ship, and Mr. Ism ay dem u rring, W ild 
bu ndled him into the boat. 
Officer Lowe of the T itanic startled 
the hearers by declaring th a t he w ait­ 
ed in his lifeboat u ntil “the drow ning 
people had thinned ou t” before going 
back to pick u p any su rv iv ors. 
He ex ­ 
plained th at it wou ld hav e been su i­ 
cide for all in his boat to hav e gone 
back while 1,6 00 people w ere stru g­ 
gling for th eir liv es 
in the w aters 
abou t the T itanic; th a t they wou ld 
hav e sw am ped his lifeboat. 
He also 
told of the rescu es he made, and clear­ 
ed u p the stories abou t the u se of re­ 
v olv ers by the T itanic’s officers. 
Captain Denies It. 
Senator Sm ith, acting u pon adv ices 
receiv ed throu gh the representativ e 
of a Toronto new spaper, enlisted the 
aid of the Canadian gov ernm ent In in­ 
v estigating the report th at the Can­ 
adian Pacific line steam er M ou nt Tem ­ 
ple, now at St. Johns, N. B., was w ith­ 
in sight of the^ T itanic when she sank. 
The captain of the Mt. Tem ple denied 
this in a telegram to the senator, bu t 
it was arranged th at a Canadian com 
m ission shou ld take his deposition be­ 
fore he sails from St. Johns. 
J. Bru ce Ism ay , m anaging director 
of the W hite S tar line, who escaped 
from the T itanic in a lifeboat, accom ­ 
panied by W hite S tar officials and of 
fleers of the Titanic, v isited the B rit­ 
ish em bassy , and it was persistently 
reported th at they had entered pro­ 
te st against th eir treatm ent a t the 
hands of the com m ittee.

States senate has secu red docu m ents 
to show th a t Theodore Roosev elt when 
president directed th a t the su it for 
the dissolu tion of th e h arv ester tru st 
then in cou rse of preparation be held 
u p. 
“Please do not file the su it u ntil I 
h ear from y ou ,” w rote the president 
to C. J. B onaparte, his attorney gen­ 
eral, a fte r Mr. Roosev elt had a con­ 
v ersation w ith George W. Perkins, one 
of the the directors of th e Internation­ 
al H arv ester com pany , and a large 
stockholder in it. 
A pparently Mr. Roosev elt nev er did 
h ear fav orably from his attorney gen­ 
eral, for th e su it which was in process 
of preparation failed to m aterialize in 
the Roosev elt adm inistration and is 
abou t to be begu n by th e T aft adm in­ 
istration u nless the h arv ester company 
consents to a v olu ntary dissolu tion. 
The 
ex cu se 
giv en 
by 
P resident 
Roosev elt for holding u p th e proposed 
su it was th a t H erbert Knox Sm ith, his 
com m issioner of corporations, m ight 
finish an inv estigation which he was 
m aking into the affairs of the harv es­ 
te r tru st. 
A pparently this inv estiga­ 
tion nev er was conclu ded, for it was 
only recently —fiv e y ears la te r—th a t 
the bu reau of corporations was g ath ­ 
ering m aterial for A ttorney General 
W ickersham ’s proposed prosecu tion of 
the tru st. 
The introdu ction of this docu m en­ 
tary ev idence in the senate m arks the 
beginning of an aggressiv e personal 
cam paign on th e part of the president 
against his predecessor. 
It is tru e 
th at this inform ation was produ ced 
by a Dem ocrat, Johnstone of Alabama, 
bu t the president's friends u ndou bted­ 
ly had know ledge th a t su ch a resolu ­ 
tion was to be introdu ced. 
In less 
than th ree hou rs afte r the passage of 
the resolu tion all of the docu m ents 'on 
file in the departm ent of ju stice, in­ 
clu ding R oosev elt’s 
confidential 
let­ 
ters, w ere laid before the senate. 
S enator Bristow of K ansas, one of 
the Rooseev lt su pporters, interru pted 
the reading of the attorney general’ 
com m u nication to the senate and as­ 
serted th at it was v ery ev ident that 
the correspondence was prepared by 
the attorney general and ready to he 
transm itted to the senate before ev er 
this resolu tion was introdu ced. 
S enator Johnstone denied this, bu t 
Bristow insisted th a t it was an effort 
to discredit one of the Repu blican can 
didates for president. 
The pu blication 
of these letters will be followed to­ 
night by a speech by President Taft 
in Boston, which will be a sev ere ar­ 
raignm ent of Roosev elt.

Registration Law Facts 


Registration Officers. 
The registration board consists of 
an inspector and two clerks for each 


precinct. 
The inspector is appointed 
by the board of county commission­ 
ers, at its April session. 
He must be 
at the time a voter and resident free­ 
holder of the township in which is 
situa te the precinct for which he is 
appointed, and must have resided in 
the township continuously for at lea st 
one year immediately prior to his 
appointment; 
or else, he must be a 
voter and resident householder of the 
precinct for 
which 
appointed 
and 
shall reside in the township for at 
least two years immediately prior to 
his appointment. 
After the board has made its or­ 
der appointing such 
inspector, the 
county auditor 
must 
immediately 
notify each inspector so named of his 
appointment, and he 
must 
qualify 
within ten days a fter receipt of such 
notice by taking a written oath re­ 
quired by section three of the law 
and filing the same in the auditor’s, 
office. 
Failing to qualify within such 
time’ his office becomes va ca nt and 
the vacancy in the office of a reg is­ 
tration inspector is filled by the coun­ 
ty auditor. 
The registration 
clerks 
are a p­ 
pointed hv the inspector not less than 
five days before the May session, up­ 
on nomination by the chairmen of the 
two parties ca sting the highest and 
nex t highest vote in the county in the 
last preceding general election. The 
county chairman must nominate such discharge of his official duties. 
clerk at lea st ten da ys before the

The v essel got that far with the 
help of forty engineers who had been 
loaned by the American line.

fact that they are liable to arrest for 
mutiny , are uny ielding and are sup­ 
ported by the officials of the union.
